Qasses  Surveyed 


The  FREE  FALL  Staff  recently  con- 
ducted a survey  of  the  roles  which  the 
various  class  governments  play  on  the 
Avila  Campus.  Members  of  the  staff 
were  instructed  to  determine  the  level 
of  awareness  of  the  students  toward  the 
activities  of  their  class  governments 
and  to  investigate  what  those  activities 
are.  The  results  are  as  follows; 

The  senior  class  representatives  are: 
Jean  Klosterman,  Joan  Klosterman, 
Betty  Trihey,  Mickie  Thibideau,  and 
Pam  LaPlante.  All  that  the  class 
involves  is  graduation  and  anyone  who 
is  interested  in  helping  can.  However,  it 
involves  mostly  the  class  representa- 
tives. They  let  their  class  know  what 
they  are  doing  by  posting  signs.  The 
officers  are  the  same  as  the 
representatives.  Of  the  twenty-eight 
seniors  asked  about  their  class,  seven 


knew  what  was  going  on.  and  21  had  no 
idea  about  anything. 

Although  the  junior  class  is  the 
largest  class  at  Avila,  it  is  the  least 
represented  in  school  government. 
This  is  apparently  due  to  the  fact  that 
last  year  no  one  ran  for  class  office  and, 
as  a result,  the  juniors  were  faced  with 
having  no  class  government  at  all.  Not 
wishing  this  to  happen,  Kathy  Nieder- 
stat,  Fran  Colombo,  and  Kathy  Ham- 
mersky  mofe  or  less  appointed  them- 
slves  as  a committe  to  serve  as  the  class 
government  with  Sister  Rita  Flaherty 
as  class  moderator  in  case  anything 
happened  to  come  up.  Activities  in  the 
past  consisted  of  a valiant  effort  by 
these  three  to  recruit  enough  people  to 
put  on  a skit  so  that  the  junior  class 
would  be  represented  on  college  night 
. . . with  no  success.  Junior  activities  to 
date  include  a visit  from  a Josten’s  rep- 


resentative who  appeared  November 
13  in  Lower  Marion  Center  from  10:00 
until  2:00  p.m.  to  take  class  ring 
fittings. 

Of  the  juniors  who  were  asked  about 
the  class  government,  not  one  person 
was  found  who  even  knew  that  one 
existed. 

The  Sophomore  Class  has  a four 
member  governing  board  composed  of 
Connie  Dziuk,  Marilyn  Finnan,  Chris 
Elliott  and  Bonnie  Murphy.  All  of  the 
members  of  the  board  are  equal 
decision  making  power.  The  class  is 
engaged  in  a candy  sale  in  an  attempt 
to  raise  $1800  to  sponsor  the  annual 
school  dance.  Plans  for  the  dinner 
dance,  replacing  the  formals  of 
preceding  years,  are  still  incomplete. 

Inner-class  communications  is  done 
through  poster  and  word  of  mouth. 
Class  business  is  aired  and  discussed 


during  class  meetings. 

The  freshman  class  as  a whole 
knows  very  little  about  their  class 
government. 

The  majority  of  students  to  know 
that  Eileen  Jordan  is  the  only  officer  of 
the  class,  but  that  is  about  all.  Only  one 
person  asked  knew  the  operating  pro- 
cedures and  the  description  of  the 
process  wasn’t  too  encouraging. 

When  a point  of  business  comes  up,  a 
date  for  a class  meeting  is  set  and 
posters  with  date  and  time  are  put  up. 

The  students  present  then  must 
consider  whatever  the  meeting  was 
called  for. 

Most  of  the  freshman  class  don’t  see 
the  signs  or  don’t  want  to  come.  As  far 
as  class  sponsored  activities  go,  there 
aren’t  any,  except  for  participation  in 
college  night.

Program  Board  1972,  what  is  it? 
Composed  of  five  members,  four 
students  and  the  Director  of  Activities, 
it  plans  and  executes  the  social 
activities  on  Avila’s  campus.  Working 
with  the  various  clubs  on  campus,  it  al- 
locates the  funds  necessary  for  club 
activities  and  sponsors  various 
activities  of  its  own. 


The  Program  Board  was  founded  in 
the  Spring  of  1972  as  a part  of  the  new 
concept  of  student  government  on  this 
campus.  Evolving  from  a large,  but  not 
totally  successful  Student  Govern- 
ment Association,  the  new  smaller 
board  does  not  include  representatives 
from  every  club  on  campus,  but  rather 
consists  of  three  elected  students  and 
an  incoming  freshman  representative, 
along  with  the  administrative  re- 
presentative. Bob  Johnston,  director  of 
the  Student  Activities.  The  five  man 
board  has  sacrificed  the  direct  rep- 
resentative concept  of  individual  club 
participation  in  an  effort  to  find 
interested  students  at  large.  The  in- 
dividual clubs  work  with  the  program 
board  for  financial  aid  and  planning 
activities,  while  the  general  campus 
activities  are  decided  upon  by  the  board 
itself. 


The  individual  classes,  although  not 
represented  individually  on  the  board, 
work  with  the  board  in  setting  up 
activities.  'Fhe  Program  Board  aids  in 
financial  support  of  class  and  club 
activities. 


Operating  on  a joint  budget  with  the 
Steering  Committee,  the  funds  are  ob- 
tained through  a percentage  of  the 
activities  fee.  This  year’s  budget  of 
11,000  dollars  has  helped  sponsor 
Elton  John’s  concert  tickets,  hosted  the 
Lichtenstein  Royal  Quarter  Ring 
Circus,  powderpuff  football,  the 
Peppermint  Five,  Duration  Day,  Cole- 
man Blumfield.  and  the  move,  Bonnie 
and  Clyde.  The  Program  Board  has 
planned  a wide  variety  of  activities 
meeting  a large  variety  of  interests. 
The  Program  Board’s  main  respon- 
sibility is  the  social  calendar  planned 
for  the  year. 

The  Steering  Committee  and 
Program  Board  act  in  supporting  roles 
to  encompass  both  academic  and 
socially  oriented  activities.  While  the 
Steering  Committee  is  more 
academically  oriented,  bringing 
speakers,  seminars  and  educational 
films:  the  Program  Board  hopes  to  offer 
recreational  diversions  to  the  student 
body. 

The  actual  construction  of  the  com- 
mittee relies  on  a distribution  of  re- 
sponsibility within  the  committee 
iteelf.  The  1972-73  four  member  board 
composed  of  Michel  Coe,  Nancy  Scott. 
Gretchen  Wagner  and  the  freshman  re- 
presentative, Carol  Houlihan  were 
elected  last  spring  from  a field  of  three 
candidates,  these  make  the  decisions 
and  coordinate  the  activities  sponsor- 
ed by  the  board.  Each  month  the  chair- 
manship of  the  Board  rotates  among 
the  four  student  members.  The 
members  work  with  the  subcom- 
mittees and  interested  students  in  as- 


signed areas.  Program  Board  meet- 
ings are  held  every  Monday  in  Lower 
Marion  Center,  and  although  student 
participation  has  been  almost  non- 
existent, it  has  been  hoped  that  with  in- 
creased awareness  of  the  Program 
Board’s  activities,  increased  interest 
will  result. 

One  of  the  most  beneficial  co- 
operative efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
Program  Board  in  1972  has  been  the 
sponsorship  of  free  theater  tickets  to 


the  students.  By  enabling  the  students 
to  view  the  plays,  student  interest  in 
the  drama  activities  on  campus  has  in- 
creased. 

The  only  administrative  involve- 
ment in  the  Board’s  operation  is 
through  Bob  Johnston,  the  Activities 
Director,  otherwise  the  Board  and 
activities  are  entirely  student  fun. 
Therefore  student  participation  is 
necessary  for  the  Board’s  success. 


Steering  Committee 


The  Student  Steering  Committee  is  a 
recent  addition  to  Avila’s  student 
services.  Replacing  student  govern- 
ment and  currently  in  its  first  year,  the 
Steering  Committee  is  headed  by 
senior  Missy  Stuart  as  chairman  and 
Sister  Marlene  Stinn  as  faculty 
director.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittee are  Jean  Klosterman,  Katy  Car- 
gill, Mary  Pat  Schoenen,  Cindy  Ogden, 
Juanita  Reyes,  Mary  Carol  Lass,  and 
Chris  Elliott. 

So  far  this  semester  the  committee 
has  aided  the  program  board  with 
freshman  orientation  and  assisted 
with  the  Benefit  for  Human  Rights. 
Recently  the  committee  has  been 
conducting  surveys  to  determine  stu- 
dent opinion  on  such  dorm  regulations 
as  hours,  no  restrictions  on  those  over 
21.  smoking  in  rooms,  and  open 
lounges.  They  arf  also  interested  in 
getting  into  academic  arena  and  have 
talked  about  starting  an  ecology  club. 

The  goals  of  the  Student  Steering 


Committee  include  plans  for  better  col- 
lege-community relationships. 
Improved  student  services  include. 

Ditto  Machine;  Money  was  ap- 
propriated last  year  for  a ditto  machine 
to  serve  student  needs  and  SSC  is  look- 
ing into  available  models. 

Food  Committee;  It  is  in  the  process 
of  being  organized  to  work  with  the 
food  service.  Anyone  interested  should 
get  in  touch  with  Mary  Carol  Liss. 

The  Student  Service  Committee 
realizes  the  importance  of  developing 
world-consciousness  in  the  school  com- 
munity as  a whole.  Any  suggestions  as 
to  how  SSC  can  contribute  to  the 
improvement  of  campus  life  are 
welcome.  They  meet  every  Wednesday 
in  Marion  Center  at  6 o'clock  m the 
evening.

How  can  young  people  go  about 
starting  to  solve  some  ofthe  world’s  big 
problems,  instead  of  talking  about 
them? 

By  joining  Youth  for  an  International 
Federal  Union  — a new,  national  youth 
movement  aimed  at  building  support 
for  the  concept  of  a federal  union  of 
democratic  nations. 

Instead  of  just  talking  about  global 
problems  of  pollution,  overpopulation, 
restrictions  on  travel,  trade  and  com- 
munications,  Youth  for  an 
International  Federal  Union  is  geared 
to  start  doing  something  about  ^em. 
That  “something”  is  the  advancement 
of  an  idea  that  is  older  than  practically 
everybody  in  the  new  movement*  a 
federation  of  friendly,  like-thinking, 
democratic  nations. 

Nations  such  as  the  U.S.,  United 
Kingdom,  France  and  other 
experienced  democracies. 

By  utilizing  the  talents  and  broad 
capabilities  of  all  such  nations.  Youth 
for  an  International  Federal  Union 
feels  that  some  of  the  global  problems 
threatening  us  all  can  be  solved. 

^e  first  step  in  such  an  ambitious  plan 
is  to  get  these  nations  together  to  begin 
exploring  the  possibilities. 

In  the  next  session  of  Congress,  a bill 
will  be  introduced  to  authorize  the 
United  States  to  send  a delegation  to 
The  Atlantic  Union  Convention  in 
Paris.  This  Convention  will  explore  the 
feasibility  of  such  a federation  and 
draw  up  a formal  plan,  which  will  be 
brought  back  to  the  parliaments  of  the 
participating  nations  for  their 

approval. 

Youth  for  an  International  Federal 
Union,  as  its  first  organized  program  is 
sponsoring  an  advertising  and 
publicity  program  aimed  at  providing 
information  for  college  students  on  The 
Atlantic  Union  Resolution.  If  passed, 
The  Resolution  would  simply 
appropriate  a modest  sum  to  sponsor 
the  U.S.  delegation. 

The  concept  of  a federal  union  of 
democratic  nations  was  first 
introduced  in  a 1939  non-fiction  best- 
seller called  UnionNow.hi  thattimeit 
was  a much  talked  about  idea  which 
generated  interest  throughout  the 
world. 

However,  the  idea  naturally  took  a 
back  seat  to  the  more  pressing 
problems  of  the  time  (namely  World 
War  II),  and  only  recently  has  it 
received  the  attention  in  Congress 
which  it  has  so  long  deserved. 

Interestingly,  federal  union  is  one  idea 
that  nearly  all  of  today’s  political 
personalities  have  agreed  upon.  It  has 
received  support  from  Richard  Nixon. 
George  McfJovem,  Barry  Goldwater, 
Hubert  Humphrey,  Eugene  McCarthy, 
and  Robert  Kennedy.  Just  getting 
names  like  these  behind  one  idea  is  a 
great  tribute  to  the  viability  of  this 
unique  concept  to  begin  solving  the 
world’s  problems. 


As  John  Kennedy  said,  “Acting  on  our 
own  by  ourselves,  we  cannot  establish 
justice  throughout  the  world.  We 
cannot  insure  its  domestic  tranquility, 
or  provide  for  its  common  defense  or 
promote  its  general  welfare,  or  secure 
the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves, 
and  our  posterity.  But,  joined  .with 
other  free  nations,  we  can  do  dl  of  this 
and  more  . .

The  “Real 

Christmas  is  a magic  time,  when 
we  observe  magic  traditions: 
Christmas  trees  with  their 
sparkling  lights  and  tinsel  and 
beautiful  ornaments.  Santa  Claus 
with  his  sleigh  and  eight  reindeer, 
gift-giving,  and  most  important  of 
all.  the  birth  of  Jesus. 

Have  you  ever  wondered  though, 
why  you  put  up  a tree  at  Christmas 
and  give  presents,  for  reasons  other 
than  the  fact  that  it  is  Christ’s 
birthday  and  those  are  just  the 
things  to  do  at  Christmas? 

The  origin  of  the  Christmas  tree 
goes  way  back  to  the  medieval 
German  mystery  plays.  One  of  the 
favorite  “mysteries*’  was  the 
Paradise  play  which  represented 
the  creation  of  man  and  the 
following  events  which  led  to 
Adam  and  Eve's  expulsion  from 
the  Garden  of  Eden.  It  usually 
closed  with  the  promise  of  a coming 
Saviour  which  made  the  Paradise 
play  a favorite  pageant  for  Advent, 
with  its’  closing  scenes  leading 
directly  into  the  story  of 
Bethlehem. 

These  plays  were  performed 
either  right  outside,  or  inside 
churches.  The  garden  of  Eden  was 
represented  by  a fir  tree  hung  with 
apples;  indicating  both  the  “Tree  of 
Life”  and  the  “Tree  of  Jhe 

discernment  of  good  and  evil. 

After  mystery  plays  were  banned 
from  churches,  the  Paradise  tree, 
which  was  the  only  symbolic  object

of  the  play,  found  it’s  way  into  the 
homes  of  the  faithful,  especially 
since  many  plays  had  interpreted  it 
as  a symbol  of  the  coming  Saviour. 
Because  of  this  symbolism,  the 
Christmas  tree  already  bearing 
apples  which  indicated  Original 
sin,  was  also  decorated  with  small 
white  wafers  representing  the  Holy 
Eucharist.  These  wafers  were  later 
replaced  by  little  pieces  of  pastry 
cut  in  the  shapes  of  men.  birds, 
dogs,  and  other  animals  were  also 
used  to  decorate  the  tree.  Tradition 
called  for  the  latter  to  be  cut  from 
brown  dough  while  the  first  group 
was  always  made  from  white 
dough.  It  is  most  probably  from 
this  tradition  that  we  got  our 
gingerbread  man. 

Up  to  the  middle  of  the  17th 
century,  the  Christmas  tree  had  no 
lights.  The  Christmas  candles  were 
placed  on  the  Christmas  pyramid 
made  of  graduated  wooden  shelves. 
As  time  went  on,  the  tree  replaced 
the  pyramid  in  its  function  of 
representing  Christ  as  the  Light  of 
the  world:  the  candles  and 

glittering  decorations  were 
transferred  from  the  pyramid  to  the 
tree;  and  thus  the  modern 
Christmas  tree  was  finally  evolved 
with  all  of  its  familiar  features. 

Christmas  is  the  season  for 
exchanging  presents.  And  it  is  not 
really  hard  to  understand  why 
people  should  be  filled  with  good 
will  on  Christ's  birthday. 


In  Germany,  the  packages  of 
Christmas  gifts  were  called 
“Christ-bundles.” 

Exchanging  presents  in  this 
country  is  a combination  of  two  old 
European  customs.  One  was  the 
present-giving  of  St.  Nicholas,  who 
left  his  gifts  in  stockings 
suspended  for  that  purpose  by 
children  on  the  eve  of  his  feast  day. 
December  sixth.  The  second 
custom  was  that  of  the  actual 
Christmas  presents  which  the 
children  believed  the  Child  Jesus 
brought  to  them  on  December 
twenty-fifth,  or  Christmas  Eve, 
and  which  were  arranged  beneath 
the  Christmas  tree. 

But  before  this  present  day 
combination,  who  was  supposed  to 
bring  the  gifts  to  the  children?  In 
most  European  countries,  the  Child 
Jesus  is  the  gift-bringer.  The 
children  believe  that  he  comes 
during  the  night  with  angels,  who 
help  him  trim  the  tree  and  arrange 
the  presents  under  it.  This  custom 
operated  in  the  same  way  as  Santa 
and  his  elves,  assisted  by  the 
parents  of  course.  When  everything 
was  ready,  a little  bell  was  rung 
and  the  children  would  go  into  the 
room,  where  all  the  presents  were 
spread  out  before  their  shining 
eyes.  But  Jesus  and  his  a?igels  had 
already  left  for  the  next  house. 

The  family  would  then  gather 
around  the  Christmas  crib  for  a 
reading  from  the  Gospel,  a prayer.

and  the  singing  of  a hymn,  which 
united  them  in  the  Christmas  spirit 
before  the  gifts  were  opened. 

The  German  name  of  the  Christ 
Child  is  Christkindel.  When 
German  immigration  to  New  York 
and  other  eastern  cities  of  the 
United  States  increased  in  the 
middle  of  the  last  century,  the 
Christkindel  of  the  immigrants 
was  adopted  in  the  form  of  Kris 
Kringle,  or  Santa  Claus,  by  their 
fellow  countrymen. 

The  gift-bringer  in  Russia  is  a 
legendary  old  woman  called 
Babushka,  meaning 

“Grandmother.”  She  is  said  to 
have  misdirected  the  Magi  when 
they  inquired  their  way  to 
Bethlehem.  Another  story  has  it 
that  she  refused  hospitality  to  the 
Holy  Family  on  their  way  to  Egypt. 
Whatever  her  fault,  she  repented  of 
her  unkindness,  and  now  goes 
about  the  world  on  Christmas  Eve. 
looking  for  the  Christ  Child  and 
distributing  gifts  to  the  children. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  wish 
you  all  a Merry  Christmas  in  it’s 
original  context.  When  this 
greeting  was  first  used,  the  word 
“merry”  did  not  mean  joyful, 
hilarious,  or  gay,  as  it  does  today. 
Rather,  it  meant  blessed,  peaceful, 
and  pleasant;  expressing  spiritual 
joys  rather  than  earthly  happiness.

Climbing  and  Fencing  all  have  been 

offered  since  the  fall  semester  of  1971. 
Limited  only  by  the  seasons  for  out- 
door sports,  a wide  gambit  covering 

twenty  different  athletic  areas  have 
been  offered  to  over  300  participating 
students  last  year  alone.  In  the  FaU 

semester  of  1972  the  main  area  of 
interest  lay  in  the  areas  of  Basketball 
and  Yoga. 

The  courses  are  geared  toward 
physical  skills  that  can  be  continued 
into  adult  recreational  activities.  The 
individual  is  stressed  rather  than  the 
team.
